The Holy Communion 


“I must by all means keep this feast 
that cometh in Jerusalem,” Acts 18:21. 

I have felt something urging me to 
write on this subject for sometime. I 
hope it will be a blessing to someone, and, 
if any have failed the Lord in this com- 
mand, that this may help them to get 
back where God would be pleased with 
them. 

This holy supper was eaten on the same 
night that Christ was betrayed and put 
under arrest. See Luke 22:7-20. The dis- 
ciples had prepared the passover, v. 8. It 
was in the upper room of a good man’s 
house in Jerusalem, vs. 11, 12. 

Christ had kept this feast from His 
youth, It commemorated the exodus from 
Egypt. At the crucifixion Christ became 
our passover. 1 Cor. 5:7. It is to be ob- 
served until Christ comes. 1 Cor. 11:26. 
It is to be done in remembrance of Him. 
1 Cor. 11:25. If we will carry out this 
command it will help us to look back to 
His death and look forward to His com- 
ing. The apostle felt the need of keeping 
this passover. Text, “I must by all means 
keep this feast.” Paul was at Ephesus and 
when they desired him to tarry longer 
with them he consented not but bade 
them farewell, “I must by all means 
keep this feast that cometh in Jerusalem: 
but I will return again unto you, if God 
will.” He had zeal to keep this feast. 
Some people may get too busy to take 
time for the holy communion but Paul 
said, “I must by all means keep this 
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feast.” 

According to the scripture they gath- 
ered once a year for the passover, but he 
writes to the Church of God at Corinth 
and tells them, “For as often as ye eat 
this bread, and drink this cup, ye do shew 
the Lord’s death till he come,” 1 Cor, 11: 
26. We have the promise of life if we 
will do this, What did Jesus tell the peo- 
ple He was? “I am that bread of life. 
Your fathers did eat manna in the wil- 
derness, and are dead. This is the bread 
which cometh down from heaven, that a 
man may eat thereof, and NOT die. I am 
the living bread (His body) which came 
down from heaven: if any man eat ot 
this bread, he SHALL live for ever: and 
the bread that I will give is my flesh 
(body) which I will give for the life of 
the world. The Jews therefore strove 
among themselves, saying, How can this 
man give us his flesh to eat? Then Jesus 
said unto them, Verily, verily, I say un- 
to you, Except ye eat the flesh of the 
Son of man, and drink his blood, ye have 
no life in you. Whoso eateth my flesh, 
and drinketh my blood, hath eternal lifc; 
and I will raise him up at the last day. 
For my flesh is meat indeed, and my 
blood is drink indeed. He that eateth my 
flesh, and drinketh my blood, dwelleth in 
me, and I in him,” John 6:48-56. So we 
have the promise of life if we will prac- 
tice His Word, eat and drink at the 
Lord’s Supper. This institution is of God. 
Paul said, ‘For I have received of the 


Lord that which also I have delivered un- 
to you, That the Lord Jesus the same 
night in which he was betrayed took 
bread: And when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, and said, Take, eat: this is 
my body, which is broken for you: this 
do in remembrance of me. After the same 
manner also he took the cup, when he had 
supped, saying, This cup is the new tes- 
tament in my blood: this do ye, as oft as 
ye drink it, in remembrance of me. For 
as often as ye eat this bread, and drink 
this cup, ye do shew the Lord’s death 
till he come,” 1 Cor. 11:23-26. 

This passover or communion is a re- 
minder, Notice the word “remembrance.” 
God has always used some token to keep 
His people from forgetting and too, God 
has a reminder for Himself. He placed 
the bow in the cloud. Thus, “I do set my 
bow in the cloud, and it shall be for a 
token of a covenant between me and the 
earth,” Gen. 9:13. Notice Moses’ exhor- 
tation to obedience, “Beware that thou 
forget not the Lord thy God, in not 
keeping his commandments, and his 
judgments,” etc., Deut. 8:11-20. In these 
modern days there are many who are 
failing God in this commandment of the 
holy communion. God is not failing the 
people. It is the people failing God. 

I now hold an article that reads like 
this, “A host of brave men gave up their 
lives for liberty at Waterloo, France. An 
emblem was built there that speaks thus

BAPTISM OF HOLY GHOST

Baptism of Holy Ghost is an experi- 
ence of which anyone may or ought to 
know, whether they have received it or 
not. Acts 8:15, “Who, when they were 
come down, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost.” Acts 19: 
2, “He said unto them, Have ye received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed?” 

It is an operation or work of grace dis- 
tinct from, and additional to regenera- 
tion. Acts 1:5, “For John truly baptized 
with water; but ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many days hence.” 
Acts 8:16, 17, “For as yet he was fallen 
upon none of them: only they were bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord Jesus. Then 
laid they their hands on them, and they 
received the Holy Ghost.” Acts 10:44, 
“While Peter yet spake these words the 
Holy Ghost fell on all them which heard 
the word.” Acts 10:47, “Then answered 
Peter, Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, which have 
received the Holy Ghost as well as we?” 

In the baptism of the Holy Ghost there 
is an impartation of power that fits one 
for service. Acts 1:8, “But ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is Come upon you.” 

The baptism is an experience primarily 
for the purpose of service. Acts 2:4, 
“They were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance.” 

The baptism always imparts power for 
service. Acts 4:29-31, “And when they 
had prayed, the place was shaken where 
they were assembled together, and they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
they spake the word of God with bold- 
ness.” 

Christ commanded His disciples not to 
enter upon their work to which He had 
called them, until they were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. Luke 24:49, “Tarry 
ye in the city of Jerusalem, until ye be 
endued with power from on high.” 

Jesus Himself did not enter upon His 
ministry until the Spirit of God had come 
upon Him, and He was anointed with the 
Holy Ghost and with power. Luke 3:22, 
“And the Holy Ghost descended in a 
bodily shape like a dove upon him, and 
a voice came from heaven, which said, 
Thou art my beloved Son; in thee I am 
well pleased.” 

This baptism was not merely for the 
apostles or the apostolic age, but for all 
that are afar off. Acts 2:38-39, “And ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
For the promise is unto you, and to your 
children, and to all that are afar off.” 

The baptism of the Holy Ghost is a 
wonderful mystery that the angels of 
heaven desire to look into. 1 Peter 1:12, 
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“With the Holy Ghost sent down from 
heaven, which things the angels desire to 
look into.” 

I have given you God’s Word for each 
statement. If the Word of God teaches 
anything, it teaches the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. 

Can you see now why people of today 
are losing interest in the worship they 
find in our churches? Are they filled with 
the Holy Ghost?

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SANCTIFICATION 

The meaning of sanctification is to set 
apart or separate anything for God’s 
use; to make sacred or holy; to set apart 
for holy use; to consecrate by appropriate 
rites; to consecrate or to hallow. God re- 
quired Moses to sanctify the firstborn 
of whatsoever opened the womb among 
the children of Israel, both of man and 
of beast, “it is mine.” Moses made a talk 
to the children of Israel after God had 
spoken to them and charged them to re- 
member the day whence they came out of 
Egypt and out of bondage, and then gave 
them the command to sanctify the first- 
born of their families and their posses- 
sions. 

Sanctifying the Tabernacle 

‘And Moses took the anointing oil, and 
anointed the tabernacle and all that was 
therein, and sanctified them. And he 
sprinkled thereof upon the altar seven 
times, and anointed the altar and all his 
vessels, both the laver and his foot, to 
sanctify them,” Lev. 8:10, 11. 

Here Moses is doing all that God com- 
mands him to do in consecrating or sanc- 
tifying the tabernacle and all its furnish- 
ings. This shows that God designed from 
the very first of His dealings after they 
Were organized aad received the com- 
mandments, that the places of worship 
should be sanctified. 

“Thus did Moses: according to all that 
the Lord commanded him, so did he,” 
Exod. 40:16. 

The Strange Fire of Nadab and 

Abihu 

‘And Nadab and Abihu, the sons of 
Aaron, took either of them his censer, 
and put fire therein, and put incense 
thereon, and offered strange fire before 
the Lord, which he commanded them not. 
And there went out fire from the Lord, 
and devoured them, and they died before 
the Lord,” Lev. 10:1, 2. 

These men, by transgression got out 
from under the anointing or sanctifying 


power of God and God voiced His disap- 

proval by sending fire to destroy them. I 

wonder how people can expect to escape 

the wrath of God when they are out 

from under His sanctifying power and 

doing things contrary to His Word. 
Was Jesus Sanctified 

“Say ye of him, whom the Father hath 
sanctified, and sent into the world, Thou 
blasphemest; because I said, 1 am the Son 
of God?” John 10:36. 

Here we find that the Father sancti- 
fied His Son but the people criticized 
Him and charged Him with blasphemy, 
but it was through this consecration or 
sanctification that Jesus was able to do 
the things His Father had commanded 
Him to do. 


Did the Savior Sanctify Himself 

“And for their sakes I sanctify myself, 
that they also might be sanctified 
through the truth,’ John 17:19. 

Jesus is our example in sanctification 
and it is His prayer for all of us that we 
should be one through the Word which 
He has spoken unto us. It is the Word 
that brings the light on these great truths 
and it is through the Word that we un- 
derstand the plan of sanctification by 
His blood. 

“I pray not that thou shouldest take 
them out of the world, but that thou 
shouldest keep them from the evil. They 
are not of the world, even as 1 am not of 
the world. Sanctify them through thy 
truth; thy word is truth,’ John 17:15- 
i. 

What Were the Works of the 
Apostles 

“To open their eyes, and to turn them 
from darkness to light, and from the 
power of Satan unto God, that they may 
receive forgiveness of sins, and inheri- 
tance among them which are sanctified 
by faith that is in me,” Acts 26:18. 

Here we find that their works was to 
preach repentance and to turn the people 
from darkness to light, and from the 
power of Satan, that they might have 
forgiveness of sins. In order that they 
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might receive their inheritance, it is ne- 
cessary to be sanctified. This sanctifica- 
tion according to this scripture comes by 
faith. One must repent of his sins if he 
is forgiven, but sanctification is by faith. 


“Paul called to be an apostle of Jesus 
Christ through the will of God, and 
Sosthenes our brother, unto the church 
of God which is at Corinth, to them that 
are sanctified in Christ Jesus, called to 
be saints, with all that in every place 
call upon the name of Jesus Christ our 
Lord, both their’s and our’s,” 1 Cor. 1:1, 
ae 

We see from this that Paul’s letter to 
the Corinthians was to “them that sanc- 
tified.” 

How Were Believers Sanctified 

“Sanctify them through thy truth: thy 
word is truth,” John 17:17. 

We know that God’s Word giveth 
light and it is through the Word of God 
that we understand the plan of salva- 
tion and we are sure that sanctification is 
a part of the plan. 

“And now, brethren, | commend you 
to God, and to the word of his grace, 
which is able to build you up, and to give 
you an inheritance among all them whico 
are sanctified,” Acts 20:32. 


Were They Sanctified Before They 
. Were Justified 

“And such were some of you: but ye 
are washed, but ye are sanctified, but ye 
are justified in the name of the Lord Je- 
sus, and by the Spirit of God,” 1 Cor. 
6:11. 

According to Paul’s statement, those 
who do evil will not inherit the kingdom, 
and he tells them that “now are ye 
washed, ye are sanctified.” This proves 
that their sanctification came after their 
justification. 

“Nevertheless, brethren, I have writ- 
ten the more boldly unto you in some 
sort, as putting you in mind, because of 
the grace that is given to me of God, 
that I should be the minister of Jesus 
Christ to the Gentiles, ministering the 
gospel of God, that the of fering up of the 
Gentiles might be acceptable, being sanc- 
tified by the Holy Ghost,” Rom. 15:16. 

See 1 Peter 1:2; 2 Thess. 2:13-15. 

Our Sanctification Through Jesus 

ist 

In Leviticus, 23rd chapter and 19th 
verse, we have an offering for sin. This is 
in the singular and no doubt refers to the 
destruction of sin principle passed on ev- 
ery man by Adam’s transgression. The 
book of Leviticus gives us a complete 
outline of Israel’s sacrifices and what 
each of them is for. In the 20th chapter 
and 7th verse Moses tells them, “Sancti- 
fy yourselves therefore, and be holy: for 
I am the Lord your God.”

THE MESSENGER OF CHRIST 


“IT am crucified with Christ,” Gal. 2: 
20. 


Much is said about the messenger and 
his message. How necessary it is that 
nothing erroneous but only the truth 
shall be promulgated. Certainly this is 
the true foundation for our structure. 
But here we have Paul who said, “I de- 
termined to know nothing among you 
save Jesus and him crucified,” saying 
further, “I am crucified,” etc. So there 
are some things about the messenger as 
well as his message that are essential. 


1. Jesus said, “If any man will come 
after me let him deny himself and take 
up his cross and follow me.” The preacher 
must be a follower of Jesus and thus a 
cross-bearer himself. It is the Spirit of 
Jesus that he must possess and in no 
other way may he possess that Spirit but 
in the way of the cross which he is to 
prescribe to all the world. 

2. It was on the cross that Jesus’ body 
was broken and His blood shed for us and 
thus the cross of Christ was made an em- 
blem of blessing and redemption to ail 
men. Now Paul, who is a messenger of 
Christ, glories in that cross. It has become 
of effect to him; by it he is crucified to 
the world and the world is crucified to 
Him; having partaken of the sufferings 
of the cross of Christ, he has obtained its 
benefits and now makes it his theme. To 
glory in the cross is to glory in Christ. 

3. Paul said, “I am crucified.” “Cruci- 
fied with Christ.” That means “I am 
dead,” dead to sin, dead to the law, “‘the 
old man crucified,” his “deeds put off.” 
But Paul said, “I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life which 
I now live in the flesh I live by the faith 
of the Son of God, who loved me and 
gave himself for me,” Gal. 2:20. The 
way to Christ and the possession of His 
life is the cross death. To be a messen- 
ger of life, life in Christ, one must be a 
messenger of death by the cross of 
Christ. So Paul died that he might live in 
Christ and minister the same to others. 

4. The gospel messenger today is the 
messenger of the cross—the death route. 
He must take the same as made by the 
Lord Jesus and the same taken by the 
apostle. No one can properly represent 
Christ in the world who has not come 
by the way of the cross. There is as 
much reason for the gospel messenger to- 
day to “glory in the cross of Christ” as 
for the apostle Paul in his day. Deliver- 






ance from sin, pride, coveiousness and all 
the spirit of this world is essential for 
those who are to possess the life of Christ 
and do His works. They may come only 
by the way of the cross. 





Jesus said, “I AM”: “I am the good 
shepherd;” “I am the door;” “I am the 
light of the world;” “I am the way, the 
truth and the life;” I am the vine, ye are 
the branches;” “I am that bread of life;” 
“T am the resurrection.” 





The best way to be rid of our sorrows 
and sufferings is to be willing that they 
shall remain as long as it pleases God.

‘And Saul armed David with his ar- 
mour, and he put an helmet of brass upon 
his head; also he armed him with a coat 
of mail,.... . And David said unto 
Saul, I cannot go with these,” 1 Sam. 17: 


38, 39. 
Saul’s armor didn’t fit David. To meet 
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the giant with it would have meant de- 
feat. So only with proper armament can 
any Christian meet successfully the is- 
sues of life. The garments, his righteous- 
ness, must be properly adjusted as well as 
the weapons with which he is to meet 
the giants of the world and every sinful 
foe. 

1. It takes a right heart to live a 
righteous life. There is no connection be- 
tween a sinful heart and righteous liv- 
ing.

have not yet found. 

2. The fruits of the Spirit do not come 
from any exercise of the flesh. Men do 
not gather “grapes of thorns or figs of 
thistles.”” The fruits of the Spirit of God 
indicate true living but without the 
Spirit is nothing spiritual, without Jesus 
there is nothing saving. 

3. There is a very fine line between the 
flesh and the Spirit. It’s amazing some 
times how much that is fleshly looks 
spiritual.

If David had not 
been there it seems entirely possible that 
all Israel would have been defeated. How 
much one little David may be worth now 
in a camp meeting, convention or re- 
vival!

But there are some things in 
religion and in the world that faith in 
God won’t hook up with—better be as 
wise as David and leave them off. 

5. There is a need for men and women 
yet who can demonstrate God’s truth in 
the world by their life and deeds. God 
will fit them for such a performance if 
they earnestly seek His will and then 
study to adjust themselves to it.

Forget-Me-Not. The gigantic marble 
hand with two fingers eternally held aloft 
has been erected at Dinat, Belgium, as a 
reminder through the years to keep alive 
hatred of Germany. It was there that 
674 civilians were killed by the German 
army on August 23, 1914. Of the vic- 
tims 92 were women, 52 children.” 
Notice this reminder was built to keep 
alive hatred between Germany and 
France. We don’t want a reminder like 
this, but ours is to be one of mercy and 
love of a crucified Savior. Jesus’ last 
words at the passover in the good man’s 
house with His disciples were these, “This 
do in remembrance of me.” 

Who shall eat? 1 Cor. 11:27-33. 1. 
Christians are to eat. 2. He who eats un- 
worthily only condemns himself. v. 29. Ir 
is dangerous to partake of this holy com- 
munion unworthily. Some were weak and 
sickly as a penalty, v. 30, and some died, 
v. 30. If we eat and drink unworthily we 
are in danger. If we don’t eat, we have 
no life in us. John 6:53. This is the 
source from whence comes life, so let’s 
keep His Word. I hear Jesus say, “Why 
call me, Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things which I say?” And He said, “If 
ye love me keep my commandments.” We 
hear the prophet Micah say, “He hath 
shewed thee, O man, what is good; and 
what doth the Lord require of thee, but 
to do justly, and to love mercy, and to 
walk humbly with thy God?” Micah 6: 
8. 

Notice this clause, ‘What doth the 
Lord require of thee.” 1 Cor. 11:24, last 
clause, ““This do in remembrance of me 
(Jesus).” You may find some excuse to 
not obey this command but God won’t 
accept your excuse. He said, “If you 
know these things, happy are ye if ye DO 
them.” The spirit of pride has gotten in 
many churches today and they have set 
this aside and call it foolishness. That 
hindering spirit is in the land but Paul 
said, “Only he who now letteth will let, 
until he be taken out of the way.” 2 
Thess, 2:7. 

Then again we notice the modern 
churches. Many today. take the supper 
and omit the feet washing, but the Bib!e 
bears out both. “He riseth from supper, 
and laid aside his garments; and took a 
towel, and girded himself. After that he 
poureth water into a basin, and began to 
wash the disciples’ feet, and to wipe them 
with the towel wherewith he was girded,” 
John 13:4, 5. “So after he had washed 
their feet, and had taken his garments, 
and was set down again, he said unto 
them, Know ye what I have done to you? 
Ye cali me Master and Lord: and ye say 
well; for so I am. If I then, your Lord 
and Master, have washed your feet; ye 
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also ought to wash one another’s feet. For 
I have given you an example, that ye 
should do as I have done to you. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, The servant is not 
greater than his lord; neither he that is 
sent greater than he that sent him. If ye 
know these things, happy are ye if ye do 
them,” St. John 13:12-17. Well, we have 
learned that Jesus approved of this in His 
days and told His disciples they ought to 
do it, so let’s see if this same command- 
ment was carried out in the early Church 
after Pentecost. 

Paul instructed Timothy concerning 
the widows. See 1 Tim. 5:9, 10. “Let not 
a widow be taken into the number un- 
der threescore years old, having been the 
wife of one man, Well reported of for 
good works; if she have brought up chil- 
dren, if she have lodged strangers, if she 
have WASHED THE SAINTS’ FEET, if 
she have relieved the afflicted, if she have 
diligently followed every good work.” So 
We notice it was in the early Church and 
was honored as a “GOOD WORK.” May 
every one who reads this feel that God re- 
quires him to do this and then DO IT. 
Some people will shout and dance and 
speak in tongues and take a big part in 
the church but when it comes time for 
the Lord’s Supper and feet washing they 
sit back. O brother and sister, what is the 
matter? Do you want to have any part 
with Jesus? If so, do what He says. James 
says, ““To him that knoweth to do good 
and doeth it not to him it is SIN.” He 
that is greater than his Lord may be ex: 
cused from this humble act. John 13:16. 
The Duty of Observing the Lord’s Sup- 

per and Our Need of Its Effect 

When the Lord came to be baptized 
He satisfied John by saying, “Suffer it 
to be so now: for thus it becometh us to 
fulfill all righteousness.” It becomes us 
to observe every righteous ordinance of 
God. The same spirit that animated the 
Master directed the conduct of His disci- 
ples. Everywhere they were distinguished 
by a reverence for the ordinance of re- 
ligion and if there be an instance in 
which this was more strikingly exem- 
plified, we see it in the case before us 
surrounded as Paul was by the people of 
Ephesus who entreated him to remain 
among them for a longer period. He 
still felt the obligation to observe the 
feast of Pentecost in Jerusalem. I trust 
that every one whom this article reaches 
will respond to the feeling of the apostle 
Paul and say, “I must by all means keep 
this feast for it is the commandment of 
Christ.” If this was only a mere idea of 
people we might just pass it up lightly, 
but it comes to us on the authority of 
the Savior who said, ‘“‘Do this in remem- 
brance of me.” There is no command laid 
down any more needful to carry out 
than this and we cannot refuse to observe 
it without setting aside the authority of 
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Him to whom we are indebted for ail 
that we now are or hope hereafter to en- 
joy. 

Observing this holy communion helps 
us to be the better warned of evil and 
prepare ourselves to meet our foes, etc. 
There is in this ordinance a manifesta- 
tion of the evil of sin that is not to be 
found elsewhere, for we commemorate 
that great sacrifice the Father required in 
order to render the exercise of mercy to 
the penitent consistent with the exercise 
of his justice in the moral administration 
of the world. When therefore the be- 
liever sits.down at the table of the Son 
of God and has his eyes turned to the 
cross and death of our Lord and remem- 
bers the words He spoke, “Woman be- 
hold thy son,” sees His suffering, His 
heart smitten with this sense of the evil 
nature and destroying tendency of sin 
and He feels that the world is crucified 
unto Him and He unto the world be- 
cause it is one of the appointed means of 
grace and through this we are promised 
life enduring power. There is no feeling 
to which the heart is more ready to re- 
spond than our need of strength greater 
than our own for the varied duties and 
trials and sorrows of our nature and God 
has promised that His grace shall he suf- 
ficient for us, that His strength shali be 
perfect in our weakness. So we should be 
ready to do what the Lord requires of us. 
But we must wait upon Him for this 
strength and grace. He will send it. We 
are not therefore to expect these bless- 
ings unless we employ the means, and the 
Lord’s Supper is one of the appointed 
means by which the Spirit of God meets 
the believer to renew, to sanctify, to en- 
courage, and to direct him. We there- 
fore, need this Spirit of meekness and 
power of love because it is one of the 
most direct means of uniting the family 
of God in the bond of peace and old-time 
Christian love. At this table the rich and 
the poor meet together. There we learn 
to love mankind when we sez that love 
which embraced the world. There we 
can search our hearts and learn te for- 
give our enemies when we see Jesus our 
Lord bleeding for His foes, and too, the 
Lord’s Supper will have an effect on our 
faith so we need to observe it. Let’s re- 
member the Lord’s Supper is a great 
symbol. The bread broker. symbolizes 
that Jesus Christ dying for our sins has 
become that Bread of Life from heaven. 
John 6:51. The eating of the bread sy.n- 
bolizes the faith of the communicant’s 
faith, thus uniting us and Christ insep- 
arably and gives us an insight of Him, 
etc. 

When we eat at the table of the Son 
of God we confess our faith and too, 
make a confession. He who partakes con- 
fesses He is unable of himeclf to attain

salvation but needs the strength of our 
Lord to be able to attain. This holy com- 
munion brings us to a place where we can 
search ourselves as the apostle said, “But 
let a man examine himself and so let him 
eat of that bread and drink of that cup.” 
I believe that in the Lord’s Supper our 
faith pledges us anew to Christ. This 
brings nourishment to our spiritual souls. 
Jesus said a man’s life consisteth not in 
the abundance of the things which he 
possesseth. Luke 12:15. So we need 
nourishment for our souls as we do our 
body. This nourishment, is must be noted, 
depends upon the activity of the faith 
of the communicant. If we confess and 
exercise our faith in Christ and receive 
spiritual nourishment in the sacrament, 
our hearts involuntarily consecrate us 
anew to our blessed Lord. How shall we 
escape if we neglect so great nourish- 
ment?

7:25. That means to the deepest depth 
and to the height and breadth of every 
transgression and disobedience, or in 
other words, He is able to completely 
save, and we are sure this had reference 
to sanctification. 

The sixth chapter of Romans is truiv 
a chapter on crucifixion, the eradication 
of the carnal mind and the crucifixion of 
the old man. It is through Jesus’ sacrifi-ze 
on the cross that we might receive this 
great blessing of sanctification in our 
hearts and Paul says that sin shall not 
have dominion over us for we are under 
grace.
